A Gbascly Discovery. 


Clinton people are all torn up over a 


ghastly discovery made within a mile of 
the town. It was the skeleton of Amos 
Fame, a young man ot 22, who mysteri- 
ously disappeared on the 17th day of last 
September.

rant and received 820 a month and board. 
He fell in love with an estimable young 
lady of Clinton an.i wanted her to marry 
him. She told him be had better wait 
until he was in a position to support a 
wife. He grew disspirited and on the day 
of hia disappearapoe he went over into the 
timber and shot himself through the tem- 
ples. It was supposed at the time he had 
gone off ito California, as he was in cor- 
respondence with a friend there. The 
skeleton was discovered Sunday after- 
noon by the merest accident, a hunter 
chasing a rabbit to the fatal spot. Near 
by was Jound a revolver, a gold watch 
and chain, 811 in money, and a small 
book containing pencil marks bidding 
good-bye to friends. The father of the 
suicide ia a reilrortd official at Amboy. 
The young man pnidall his obligations 
in Clinton before shooting himself.

er all winter in Boston and New York, 
t seems to me that we had better ex- 
periment at little before calling them 
unatics, and declaring that they are 
'eeding injurious food to their stock. 
3id any one ever hear of a New England, 
farmer having his ensilage butter re- 
turned to him as unsalable? Did any 
one ever hear of his dairy getting off 
their feed, and dying from hunger and 
other dire calamities, by feeding en- 
silage?, If he, with ensilage, can make 
No. 1 butter, and have his cows look 
and appear as if "on summer grass," 
should not we Western farmers look a 
Little more thoroughly into this matter 
before we decide against it? There is 
not a doubt, but Ohio dairymen have 
got to make longer seasons and got a 
larger average yield, and make dairy- 
ing more continuous, or else we will 
hear something drop, and to our dis- 
advantage. We can not longer afford 
to laugh at the success of other dairy- 
men, and dismiss it as "new-fangled" 
and "visionary." Their success is from 
more and abundant foods, calculated 
to stimulate the milk flow, and is se- 
cured by soiling m some of its forms, 
and by that, and that alone, is the suc- 
cess secured —Thomas Entilcy, in Ohio 
Farmer.

Some Sound Advlcu to Farmers "Who Keep 


Cows—What Brings SucreHS. 


It seems a little strange that dairy- 


men should continue to keep the same 
number of cows, or even less, yeai 
after year, when they might add no' 
only to the number, but also lo the 
product, by adopting soiling, in part, 
at least. To-day the most successful 
are those who have recognized the im- 
portance of the fall ration for their 
cows, and maintain it as long as the 
profitable flow continues. It is a fact 
that with some dairymen their cows 
are for several weeks each year in 
sight of "famine land," and the messes 
of milk are not in the aggregate suffi- 
eient to pay for afctehtion, let alone a 
profit to make dairying a paying 
business. It seems to be a modern 
fact that succulent foods do prolong 
the milking period of a cow, and this 
is one of the chief things a farmer 
should strive after. There are two 
looses, I think, made at this very point. 
There is loss in the condition and 
thrift of a cow, which haa to be re- 
gained to secure the hoped for result, 
.and the other is, that for the cow to 
grre a "little mess" for four months, 
where she might be made with proper 
food to give three times the quantity, 
and finally dry off and, "recuperate" 
for four months or so, is to break 
(town the milking habit and destroy 
what better food and longer seasons m 
milk would have stimulated into 
greater activity. 
Of course all this 


implies breaking out of old orthodox 
ways, bat progress ic as apparent 
(or should be) in the dairy as anywhere. 
The expense account of a farmer knows 
no halt, and if the income stops there 
ias to be a "mad rush" in the spring 
to assist this item that stopped to rest, 
and overtake the other which never 
stops or tires. 
One of the principal 


causes why so many farmers fail is be- 
cause they do not make the income ac- 
count continuous, or by special exer- 
tion make it proportionately larger, so 
H to leave a surplus at the end of the 
year. Trom this, one is led to believe 
that it is in securing one's self against 
these lessening of yields th»t will in the I 
future make dairying pay. One of the 
chief causes for the small average yield ' 
of milk is from the fact that the last 
lalf of the season there is a steady de-' 
crease in the feeding value of the pas- 
tare, by the ripening of the grasses, the 
•woody character, and hence indigesti- 
bility" of the greater part of the food, 
and, finally, made almost worthless by 
frost and washing rains. 
Then it is 
that forethought guards against all this 
by providing bridges over what is abso- 
lute loss to so many,. Are the cows we 
regurd as phenomenal milkers sub- 
jected to all the ups and downs of a 
summer pasture? 
On the contrary, 


they are fed to a certain standard of 
production, and the yield is maintained. 
The lavish feeder a}so has his harvest 
in case of drought, for by feeding he 
has his average yield, while other 
dairies «•»! only giving starvation 
meases; and even if the good Lord 
•hould send abundant September nibs. 


It Is Not Profitable to Keep Fat Hogs 


Through the Winter. 


It is expensive to keep a large hog in 


cold weather, and in fact at any season 
it is rarely profitable to keep a hog 
after he is a year old; the most profit is 
to kill when from nine months to a 
year old. A pound 
of pork is 


made on a hog cheaper before than 
after he weighs a hundred pounds; 
therefore, as soon as a h6g is large 
enough to make good pork, it is best to 
kill him, if the weather is cool enough. 
Tor home use pork from a hog that 
will dress three hundred»is better than 
from one that will dress six hundred. 
The old practice of getting a pig in the 
autumn to keep over winter, and not 
killing him until he is about eighteen 
months old is being very generally aban- 
doned, and the practice of killing twice 
a year is becoming very general. A pig 
at eight or nine months old, if he eats 
well, will dress two hundred and fifty 
to three hundred pounds, which is largo 
enough to make good, sweet pork. 


No doubt it is more profitable to fat- 


ten hogs in the summer than in the win- 
ter, because in cold weather it requires 
considerable food to keep up the heat 
of the body, much more than in the 
summer. 
Our ancestors were very particular 


not to kill their hoga, or their beef 
eattle, in the old of the moon, believ- 
in°- that if they did, the meat would 
shrink in the pot; but this, with many 
other moon theories, have passed away, 
and but little is thought about the size 
of the moon when killing time cornea, 
or when 5t is thought to bo time to 
mow biishc.-t; even the weather is 
not considered so much now as it 
formerly was. Fifty years ago every 
farmer killed his own meat, and, 
bavin" no ice houses, if he did not wait 
and km in cold weather, his season for 
eating fresh meat would be very short; 
but now all is changed; fresh meat can 
be kept a long time at any season, and 
can be bought in small quantities in 
almost every town; therefore, if the 
farmer desires to kill a ho"; before cold 
weather sets in, he can soil most of the 
lean pieces, and buy when he wants it. 
We do not realizo the value of this 
change. Should we be obliged to go 
back to the practice of fifty years ago, 
we should find it to be a serious ques- 
tion, when was the best time to kill 
hogs, and a still more serious question 
as to how to keep the pork if warm 
weather should set in after killing time. 
—Massachusetts Ploughman.

Labor Talt. 


A railroad official who has given the 


matter a thorough investigation states 
that the reduction in employes in railroad 
service falls considerably short of that in 
other branches of business. Take the 
country over, the number of employes in 
all departments of railway service has 
been reduced only 20 per cent, while 5 
per cent, of such' reduction is usually 
made in trackmen and shops during tbe 
winter months. Carefully revised statis- 
tics, he states, show that in cotton and 
woolen manufactures a reduction of 30 
per cent, iq force has been made, and in 
iron industries 50 per cent.; and the re- 
duction in wages has been proportionate- 
ly fa'vorable to the railroad' employe.—

The Suppressed Southern Repub- 
lican Vote.

To this aggre- 
gate there is to be added 2,262 scat 
tering and defective votes 


In place, therefore, of the 60,000 


to 124,000 plurality which has been 
computed m various quarters for 
Grover Cleveland, it will be seen 
that his actual plurality is but 32,073, 
while in the entire country he IB in a 
minority of 353,735. 


Of the votes given for Cleveland, 


1,012,820 came from the "Secession 
State," and 3,829,472 from the re- 
maining twenty eight 
Tbe solid 


southgavo Cleveland 1,710,232 votes. 
With such a disproportion of votes 
in those states, the question, though 
useless, is pretty sure to be brought 
up, whether these states have net at 
present more than their jnst share 
of influence in the Electoral Colleges 
and house of representatives. Small 
as was their vote for Cleveland, that 
for Blame was still smaller, show- 
ing that a very large proportion 
of 
the 
legal 
voters in those 


states absenting themselves from the 
polls. The Globe indicates the actu- 
al number, and computes the per 
centage of the voters that thus re- 
frained from voting- In Kentucky 
the percentage was 33, in Virginia, 
37, in Texas, 38, in Arkansas, 43; 
in Alabama, 47; in Louisiana, 55; 
in Mississippi, 56; in South Caroh 
na, 62, and in Georgia, 66. This 
extensive absenteeism certainly gives 
some color to the charge that a large 
proportion of the voters are kept 
away from the polls by intimidation. 


The bragging of the Independents 


[mugwumps] that they saved the 
election of Cleveland, is absurd and 
unwarranted. The defection of the 
Stalwarts in New York alone chang- 
ed the political complex on of affairs 
and converted into a Democratic vic- 
tory what had been regarded as inev 
itable Democratic defeat. The pn 
vate secretary of President Arthur is 
said to have predicted before election 
that 35,000 ^Republican votes would 
be turned from Blaine to Cleveland 
in the state; but undoubtedly the 
number so voting was far in excess 
of this estimate.
